INSTRUCTIONS    CONCERNING   MEAT   INSPECTION. 

Methods  of  Marking  Fresh  Meats. 

The  attention  of  the  Bureau  has  been  brought  to  instances  where  unsatisfactory 
results  have  been  obtained  from  the  use  of  rubber  and  metal  brands  in  the  marking 
of  fresh  meat  at  official  establishments.  The  principal  causes  of  dissatisfaction  appear 
to  be  the  illegibility  of  the  marks,  caused  by  the  use  of  too  much  ink,  the  careless 
manner  in  which  the  brands  are  applied,  and  the  lack  of  uniformity  as  regards  num- 
ber and  position  in  placing  the  marks  on  carcasses. 

As  results  at  many  establishments  demonstrate  that  when  properly  applied  these 
brands  give  perfect  satisfaction,  Bureau  employees  supervising  the  marking  of  meat 
are  directed  to  see  that  the  following  requirements  are  followed  in  every  particular: 

1.  That  competent  employees  are  furnished  by  the  establishment  to  do  the 
branding. 

2.  That  a  proper  quantity  of  ink  is  used. 

3.  That  the  ink  pads  are  cleaned  thoroughly  at  least  once  a  week  by  being  soaked 
in  boiling  water,  to  get  rid  of  all  grease  and  other  dirt. 

4.  That  the  brands  are  cleaned  thoroughly  every  day. 

5.  When  the  metal  brand  is  used,  two  pieces  of  felt  wrapped  in  cheese  cloth  should 
be  used  in  the  branding  boxes  and  the  perforated  metal  shield  must  be  dispensed 
with,  otherwise  the  metal  brand  would  become  worthless  in  a  very  short  time. 

6.  That  the  marks  on  carcasses  are  placed  in  a  uniform  manner. 
Brass  stamps  are  now  being  prepared  to  replace  the  rubber  ones  in  use  and  will  be 

forwarded  as  soon  as  ready.  In  the  meantime  inspectors  in  charge  will  make  every 
endeavor  to  have  the  stamping  done  as  perfectly  as  possible  and  to  see  that  the  present 
equipment  is  kept  in  good  condition. 

If  proper  help  is  not  provided  by  the  establishments  for  marking  meat,  the  inspectors 
in  charge  will  at  once  call  upon  them  for  reliable  men,  and  when  they  fail  to  provide 
such  help  will  notify  the  Washington  office. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  report  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  promptly  and  fully  regarding  the  marking  of  fresh  meats  with  the  inspection 
legend  and  establishment  numbers  at  their  respective  stations.  The  reports  should 
state  the  various  marks  used  and  the  different  pieces  and  parts  to  which  they  are 
applied,  what  methods  are  used  for  applying  these  marks,  and  at  what  stage  in  the 
handling  of  the  meat  they  are  applied,  to  what  extent  the  marking  has  been  satisfac- 
tory, and  how  many  additional  Bureau  employees  would  be  required  if  this  work 
should  be  done  by  the  Bureau  instead  of  by  the  establishments.  Suggestions  for  the 
improvement  of  methods  in  marking  meat  are  solicited. 

^Conducts  slaughtering 


The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Washington,  D.  C,  has  announced  its  intention  of 
making  an  investigation  to  determine  for  itself  the  relative  value  of  a  certain  label  for 
marking  meats  and  of  the  stamp  now  in  use.  In  case  inspectors  in  charge  receive 
from  any  outside  source  any  request  for  information  along  this  line  they  will  not  give 
such  information,  but  will  refer  the  applicant  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau. 

Market  Inspection. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  interstate  transportation,  from  public  markets  and  other 
places,  of  portions  of  "U.  S.  inspected  and  passed"  carcasses,  parts,  and  meat  food 
products,  which,  when  cut  or  otherwise  removed  from  a  marked  carcass,  part,  or  con- 
tainer, do  not  show  the  inspection  mark  and  could  not  therefore  be  identified  as  having 
been  inspected  and  passed,  market  inspection  may  be  furnished.  Each  city  in  which 
market  inspection  is  inaugurated  will  be  assigned  a  number,  and  all  products  forwarded 
under  such  inspection  shall  be  marked  with  the  brand  or  meat-inspection  stamp  show- 
ing the  inspection  legend  and  the  official  market  number,  the  latter  being  indicated 
thus:  Mkt  33. 

At  the  time  such  unmarked  portions  are  cut  from  the  marked  carcass  or  part,  or  are 
removed  from  the  marked  container,  a  Bureau  employee  shall  be  present  and  brand 
them  with  the  market  inspection  brand  or  affix  to  the  container  of  the  product  a  mar- 
ket inspection  stamp.  Wherever  practicable  the  brand  shall  be  applied  to  the  meat 
itself;  where  this  can  not  be  done  the  stamp  shall  be  affixed  to  the  true  container  of 
the  meat  or  meat  food  product. 

All  market  stalls  or  other  places  which  are  given  market  inspection  shall  be  main- 
tained in  a  sanitary  condition  and  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Depart- 
ment governing  the  use  of  drugs,  chemicals,  dyes,  and  preservatives.

Inspection  Marks  on  Cloth  Coverings  of  Export  Meats. 

The  attention  of  the  Bureau  has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that  at  some  establish- 
ments where  Federal  inspection  is  maintained  the  inspection  legend  and  establishment 
number  are  stenciled  on  the  cheese-cloth  bags  or  wrappers  in  which  carcasses  or  parts 
are  inclosed  for  export.  The  application  of  the  inspection  legend  by  a  stencil  is 
absolutely  forbidden  by  the  regulations,  and  hereafter  inspectors  in  charge  will  see 
that  the  inspection  legend  and  establishment  number  are  placed  on  these  containers 
by  means  of  the  rubber  or  metal  stamp  used  for  marking  carcasses.  Meat-inspection 
stamps  will  no  longer  be  used  on  these  containers.  The  ink  used  for  marking  meats 
is  not  suitable  for  marking  cloth.     Black  ink  made  from  lampblack  should  be  used.

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Stamps  and  Certificates  for  Export  Products  from  Other  Establishments. 

Upon  requests  from  shippers,  inspectors  in  charge  will  hereafter,  without  obtaining 
special  authorization  from  Washington,  issue  stamps  and  certificates  as  may  be 
required  for  export  shipments  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  which  have  originated 
at  establishments  not  under  their  supervision,  provided  the  product  is  first  identified 
as  having  been  "U.  S.  inspected  and  passed, "  and  that  it  is  clean,  sound,  wholesome, 
and  fit  for  human  food. 

Wrapping  Smoked  Meats  in  Paper  Soaked  in  Pyroligneous  Acid. 

Smoked  meats  may  be  wrapped  in  paper  which  has  been  soaked  in  pyroligneous 
acid,  provided  that  both  the  meats  and  the  paper  are  dry  when  the  meats  are  wrapped. 

Use  of  Lungs  for  Food  Purposes. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  inform  the  Washington 
office  promptly  to  what  extent  the  lungs  of  hogs  and  of  other  animals  are  used  for 
edible  products  at  establishments  under  their  charge,  and  whether,  in  their  opinion, 
any  good  reasons  exist  for  prohibiting  the  use  of  these  organs  for  food  purposes. 

Hogs'  Feet  for  Food  Purposes  Must  be  Cleaned,  etc. 

Hogs'  feet  which  are  to  be  shipped  in  interstate  trade  from  official  establishments 
for  food  purposes  must  first  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  hoofs  removed. 

Removal  of  Feet  from  Sheep  and  Goat  Carcasses. 

In  order  to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  under  which  meats  and  meat  food 
products  are  handled  at  establishments  where  inspection  is  maintained,  inspectors 
will  hereafter  require  that  in  dressing  the  carcasses  of  sheep,  lambs,  and  goats  the 
feet  shall  be  removed  from  each  carcass. 


SOUTHERN  CATTLE  QUARANTINE. 

Amendments  to  Regulations. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Amendment  2  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  Amendment  5  to 
B.  A.  I.  Order  144,  both  effective  November  15,  1907,  shipments  of  cattle  of  the  modi- 
fied quarantined  area  (except  those  accompanied  by  certificates  of  inspection  at  points 
of  origin  showing  that  they  are  free  from  Texas  fever  infection)  are  required  to  be  des- 
ignated by  placarding  the  cars  and  marking  the  waybills  during  the  entire  year,  and  all 
cars  which  have  contained  such  cattle  are  to  be  disinfected.  Employees  who  have  not 
received  copies  of  these  amendments  should  obtain  them  at  once  and  familiarize  them- 
selves with  their  provisions. 

Cleaning,  Washing,  and  Disinfecting  Cars. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  stations  where  the  disinfection  of  cars  is  supervised  by 
Bureau  employees  are  reminded  that  under  the  regulations  the  process  of  cleaning  and 
disinfecting  cars  that  have  contained  southern  cattle  includes  the  washing  of  the  cars, 
and  are  instructed  to  see  that  this  provision  of  the  regulations  is  complied  with,  except 
when  severe  cold  weather  renders  washing  impracticable. 

Reporting  Violations  of  Regulations. 

In  reporting  on  I.  D.  Form  61  violations  of  the  regulations  in  transporting  southern 
cattle  a  statement  should  be  made  as  to  whether  the  waybills  referred  to  in  the  report 
were  " through  waybills-'  accompanying  the  shipment  from  origin  to  destination. 
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Notice  of  Shipment  of  Southern  Cattle. 

In  reporting  shipments  of  southern  cattle  on  I.  D.  Form  22  to  inspectors  en  route 
and  at  destination  the  exact  route  to  be  traversed  should  be  shown,  and  when  such 
shipments  are  transferred  to  other  cars  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Bureau  representa- 
tive his  report  on  the  form  above  mentioned  should  show  both  the  new  and  original 
car  initials  and  numbers.  In  all  cases  this  report  should  be  prepared  and  mailed  as 
promptly  as  possible  in  order  that  it  may  reach  the  inspector  to  whom  it  is  addressed 
in  advance  of  the  shipment. 


SHIPMENT  OF  CATTLE  DIPPED  FOR  OR  EXPOSED  TO  SCABIES. 

Cars  and  other  vehicles,  pens,  sheds,  chutes,  etc.,  are  not  required  to  be  cleaned 
and  disinfected  on  account  of  their  having  contained  "dipped  scabby  cattle"  that 
have  been  dipped  within  ten  days,  or  "cattle  exposed  to  scabies"  or  "uninspected 
exposed  cattle."  Provided,  that  whenever  scabies  is  found  to  exist  in  any  shipment 
of  cattle,  the  provisions  of  Kegulation  28,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143,  shall  be  rigidly  enforced. 
All  cars  which  have  contained  shipments  designated  as  above  shall  be  held  at  points 
of  unloading  until  the  cattle  have  been  inspected. 

In  order  that  exposed  and  recently  dipped  cattle  may  be  properly  yarded  in  the 
exposed  yards  and  their  identity  maintained,  arrangements  should  be  made  for  unload- 
ing all  such  cattle  at  separate  chutes  set  aside  for  that  purpose.

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies:

Powder  Company,  Bloomington,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Chamber's  Dip 
to  59  gallons  of  water. 

"Hill's  Humane  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Humane  Remedy 
Company,  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Hill's  Humane  Dip  to 
54  gallons  of  water. 

"Perfection  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Perfection 
Chemical  Company,  Flushing,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Perfection 
Sheep  Dip  to  60  gallons  of  water. 

"Daisy  Stock  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Daisy  Stock  Food  Com- 
pany, Atlantic,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Daisy  Stock  Dip  to  53  gallons 
of  water. 

"Fenylic  Dip  and  Disinfectant,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Hunt 
Manufacturing  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Fenylic 
Dip  and  Disinfectant  to  50  gallons  of  water. 

"  Verminole  Cream  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Fairmont  Remedy 
Company,  Fairmont,  Nebr.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Verminole  Cream  .Dip 
to  57  gallons  of  water. 

"Germicide  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  *by  Texas  Germicide  and 
Disinfecting  Company,  Dallas,  Tex.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Germicide 
Dip  to  58  gallons  of  water. 

"  McConnon's  Kre-Ol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  McConnon  & 
Co.,  Winona,  Minn.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  McConnon's  Kre-Ol  to  53  gallons 
of  water. 
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Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 


LOSS  OF  BADGES. 

It  is  evident  that  sufficient  importance  is  not  attached  to  the  prevention  of  loss  of 
official  badges.  In  many  instances  the  wearer  has  been  unable  to  give  an  explanation 
of  how  the  badge  was  lost,  except  that  he  thought  it  became  unfastened  or  that  the 
fastening  was  insecure.  If  the  fastening  is  defective,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  employee  to 
call  attention  to  the  fact  and  obtain  another  badge  to  replace  the  defective  one,  which 
should  be  returned  to  be  repaired.  Each  employee  is  responsible  for  his  badge  and 
will  be  required  to  pay  for  it  should  it  be  lost,  unless  he  can  show  that  the  loss  was  not 
due  to  negligence  on  his  part.  When  an  employee  has  lost  his  badge,  he  must  forward 
through  the  inspector  in  charge  a  statement  of  the  facts,  in  order  that  it  may  be  deter- 
mined whether  or  not  he  is  responsible  for  the  loss,  and  the  inspector  in  charge  should 
submit  his  recommendation  concerning  it. 

Payment  for  a  badge  should  be  made  by  New  York  bank  draft  or  postal  or  express 
money  order  for  $2  in  favor  of  A.  Zappone,  Chief  of  Division  of  Accounts,  and  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office  through  the  inspector  in  charge. 

Each  employee  engaged  in  carrying  out  the  regulations  of  the  Bureau  will  be  pro- 
vided with  a  badge,  which  he  must  wear  while  in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties,  and  he  must  exercise  due  care  to  guard  it  from  loss  or  from  falling  into  the  hands 
of  unauthorized  persons. 

When  an  employee's  connection  with  the  service  is  terminated,  the  inspector  in 
charge  must  see  that  his  badge  (and  any  other  Government  property  in  his  possession) 
is  properly  accounted  for  before  final  payment  of  the  amount  due  him  is  made. 


POLITICAL   CONTRIBUTIONS,  ETC. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  informs  the  Department  that  it  is  in  receipt  of  official 
information  to  the  effect  that  Federal  employees  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  have  been 
approached  by  certain  committees  in  that  city,  presumably  for  the  purpose  of  coercing 
such  employees  into  contributing  for  campaign  purposes.  The  Commission  requests 
that  the  attention  of  officers  and  employees  in  Philadelphia  be  called  to  the  following 
provision  in  section  2,  clause  2,  paragraph  5  of  the  civil-service  act: 

"That  no  person  in  the  public  service  is  for  that  reason  under  any  obligations  to 
contribute  to  any  political  fund,  or  to  render  any  political  service,  and  that  he  will 
not  be  removed  or  otherwise  prejudiced  for  refusing  to  do  so." 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  directs  that  employees  of  this  Bureau  be  notified  that 
they  are  under  no  obligation  to  contribute  to  any  political  fund,  to  render  any  politi- 
cal service,  or  to  give  information  with  reference  to  then  positions,  salaries,  etc.,  which 
may  be  called  for  from  unofficial  sources. 
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VERIFICATION  OF  SUPPLIES. 

In  cases  where  stations  receive  supplies  of  any  character  the  description  of  which 
does  not  exactly  tally  with  the  description  shown  on  the  invoice  or  notice  of  their 
shipment,  an  immediate  report  of  the  discrepancy  should  be  sent  to  the  Washington 
office.  This  applies  particularly  to  meat-inspection  stamps,  as  it  appears  that  errors 
in  reporting  serial  letters  and  numbers  are  made  either  in  shipping  stamps  or  in  invoic- 
ing them.  In  case  stamps  are  received  in  advance  of  the  invoice  the  latter  should 
be  checked  against  the  station  record  of  stamps  actually  received.
